Kentucky DenuMTats. when they 
meet nt lyiuisvllle May 4. to select 
four deleuates-at-larne to the San 
Francisco convention, may have a 
pretty li^ht on fheir hands. 

From present surface Indications, 
the old wet and dry antagonisms may 
reassert themselves and form the ba- 
sis of a Cox and antl-Cox content on 
the floor of the state convention 

Oovernor Cox. of Ohio, is an active 
candidate for the nemoeratic noinlnn- 
tlon for President. In Kentucky he Is 
backed hy Senator Stanley. e.v-Senator 
.tohnsoii N. Camden. Itepresenlatlvcs 
Cantrlll. Rouse and Field. Senator 
Thomas A. Combs, and of. course by a 
Koodly following of lesser lights who 
are attached to these leaders or who 
do some independent thinking of their 
own. 

Senator Camden, Senator Combs and 
W. 0. Davis, It has been announced, 
will have charge of the preconventton 
headquarters of Governor Cox In Ken- 
tucky and will at once open an office 
In Louisville and get busy perfecting 
an organisation designed to capture 
the Governor. 

Senator Beckham and Congressman 
Johnson, Ktncheloe,' Barclay and 
Thomas, likewise Qeneral Haly, it is 
understood, have not yet attached 
themselves to the Cox bandwagon, 
and It Is not certain that they will ever 
do so. 

Senator Camden, in an interview 
with a Louisville newspaper man, 
said that he favored Governor Cox be- 
cause he believed that the Governor Is 
the one man who can defeat the Re- 
publicans In November, although he 
will cheerfully support any other 
Democrat who may be nominated. 

Senator Camden went on to say that 
Oovernor Cox is "safe, sane and liber 
al." The trouble to oome, if it does 
come, in the Kentucky convcjption, and 
in the San Francisco convention, will 
flow out of that word "liberal." When 
you refer to a Democrat today as ii 
"liberal man," you speak of a fellow 
who is not so wedded to nationwide 
prohibition that he will not agree to 
"light wines and beer." Governor Cox 
Is' from Ohio. There are a lot of "lib- 
oral" folk in Ohio — so "liberal" in 
fact, that they despise prohibition as 
Intensely a.'i the devil Is said to dis- 
like holy water. 

In Kentucky the "liberal," or wet 
eii nient is for Governor Cox. ^The 
conservative, or dry, men like Beck 
lioni. Haly and others, may elect to 
follow Wiiliuiii ,]eniiint.'s liryan and at 
the San Francisco convention ri'sist 
all efforts to put a wet plank in the na- 
tional platform They cannot well take 
this attitude If at the same time they 
eo iiistrueted, flrst and last, for Gov- 
ernor Cox. the Ohio "liberal." 

H Ik anticipated llierefore that thero 
will he an attempt made hy the Deck- 
liiini wiiiK of the party to secure an 
iinlnstriicled dele^iatlon. This will 
arf>ns(* the Stanley factitm to a flght- 
iiiK pilih. because everyhiMlj knows 
iuiw iiiiich Senator Stanley is wended 
to the dry side of the liquor question. 
This difference over the (incstion of 
nationwide prohibition will also aggra- 
\aie the clasli between Senator lieck- 
hain niKl Senator Stanley In their ef- 
forts lo ( iinirol llie party organization.

TWO LARGE FACTO- 
RIES SEEKING LOCAr 
HON IN MAYSVILLE 



Ckambcr of rommi>rr<* Sorrelnry mil 
lntestlK'a(«^ I'ropiisltlim <if Two 
Large Concerns Which Want to 
Move Their ns4s Here. 

Secretary George Kirk, of the Mays- 
vllle Chamber of Commerce, goes to 
Cincinnati tomorrow to hold consulta- 
tions with the heads of two large man- 
ufactiirinR concerns who desire to lo- 
cate their manufactories In this city 
in the immediate* future. Both con- 
cerns are employers of considerable 
skilled and unskilled labor and lioth 
concerns have been sighted to Mays- 
vllle through the Industrial bureau of 
the C. A O. Railway Company. 

One of the concerns manufactures 
hatu, caps, etc., for men and already 
Secretary Kirk 'and one of the Rail- 
way Comi^any's Industrial AgenU 
have. located a building in Mays'ville 
that Is suited to the Ann's needs. There 
has been much correspondence be- 
tween the Chamber of Commerce and 
this llrm and they are 4]uite favorably 
impressed ^ith the city. This Arm Is 
asking no bonus to locate here but is 
seeking a locatlog such as Maysvllle 
otters. 

The second concern is a manufactur- 
er of ^ heaters, inatantaneons water 
heaters and hold the patent for the 
manufacture 6f a toilet flush tank 
that .,di^enses with the .annoyance 
and expense of the unreliable rubber 
ball ^Ive. It is possible that this con- 
cern will desire local people to become 
stockholders In the company, however 
this Is not entirely known Secre- 
tary Kirk will learn these details in 
his visit tomorrow.. A suitable loca- 
tion for this second firm has not as yet 
been found but It is certain that such 
can he found here. This second llrni 
would (Jlvo employment to a larfje 
number of skilled niechanics and its 
location here would greatly lnereii.se 
the city's weekly pay roll. 

Both concerns are reeominended as 
being In charge of tlrst class execu- 
tives and a complete Investigation Into 
their past affairs will be made by the 
Chamber of Commerce.

GILBERT GOES FREE 
ON ALIBUT COVINGTON 

Fonr Gonvleted In Pofne DistUlerjr 
Bobbery aa« One flees Pree 
Oa AUU. 

William Gilbert, 24 years .old, chauf- 
feur, of this city, was acquitted yester- 
day by a ]ury in United States District 
Court at Covington, after the hearing 
of evidence on a charge that Qtlbert 
had unlawfully removed whisky from 
the warehouse at Pogue's distillery, on 
January 18, 1920. Gilbert waa tndjcted 
with Dave Weber and 'James Curtis 
Johnson who, after having entered 
pleas of guilty implicated Oilbert in 
the removal of the liquor. 

Ollbart presented an allbt, and wit- 
nesses testfled he was at home on the 
night In question. 

Edward Weber, who, with his father, 
Charles Weber. fi7 years old, was in- 
dicted on a charge he had sold part of 
th whisky, was held to be guilty after 
a hearing before a jury. 

Hearing of the charge against 
Charles Weber has been set for this 
morning. 

Witnesses testified that the iiieii had 
broken a window in the warehouse and 
after boring holes in a barrel removed 
a wask tub filled with whisky wiln the 
aid of a bucket and a piece of f^ardeii 
hose. The men were arrested liy Chief 
of Police Harry Ort, who turned tlieiii 
over to the Federal officers. The men 
who were convicted wore not aen- 
teiiced yesterday and Hie penalty they 
must pay is not now known. ■

The President has called a meeting 
of the Cabinet for Wednesday, to dis- 
cuss "the general altuaUon." White 
House ofllolals would not say that the 
"unauthorised" railroad sthke baa 
prompted the call, but It waa under- 
stood that this would be the principal 
subject discussed. 

Chicago. April 13. — Major Oeueral

FINDS BABY BOY 
IN CHURCH PEW 
BY PRAYER BOOK 

Hartford Police Are Unfiled In At. 
tempt To Kind I'nrpnts of Yung- 
stcr Found In Church I'cw. 



Hartford, Conn. — Cuddled in a white 
blanket and with a prayer book boalde 
it, a baby boy, scarcely 3 weeks old. 
was discovered In a pew In the Lith- 
uanian Holy Trinity church at 41 Cap- 
itol avenue, by Miss Mary WilllaniB 
of 63 Capitol avenue. She heard the 
child crying as soon ns she entered the 
church, and found It lying on a rear 
pew with the pr.aycr book close beside 
it, as tliough to prevent it from rolling 
to the floor. The baby Is healthy, and 
Is being cared for at the Municipal 
hospital, while the police search for 
its parents. 

Miss Williams went out to do some 
shopping in the afternoon, and on the 
way home stopped at the church. 
When she heard the sobbing she 
thought at first that a baby was being 
baptised at the altar. She saw a small 
bundle lying in the seat on the second 
row fro mthe door. A bottle of water 
wrapped in a rough paper was lying 
on the same pew. The child was dress- 
ed in a silk bonnet, a white dress and 
blue stockings. 

"I was so surprised I didn't know 
whether to laugh or cry," said Miss 
Williams. "I carried the child to the 
.'tlttar and prayed, ohd then I baptized 
it, for I did not know but some thing 
would happen to it. I carried it to the 
nriest's house, but he was not at home, 
p I told the first policeman I saw. I 
vent to the police station, but walked 
m back of the officer for fear people 
v;ould think I was arrested. 

She told her story at the station fcnd 
(be baby and its effects were then 
taken to the municipal hispitatl. It 
was reportefl there that |he prayer 
book had been examined and an in- 
scription written in Lithuanian discov- 
ered Inside. So for no one had been 
found who could translate it. Lieuten- 
ant Frank Santoro of the detective bu- 
reau sent Detective Sergeant Charles 
P. Koenig t9 make inquiries in the 
neighborhood, but no clew as to the 
Identity of the parents has been dis- 
covered.
